Concrete was accepted 
having the necessary durability and color possibilities. 

With this mind samples Portland cement stucco 
were applied the concrete walls for observation. 
some these samples crushed Manti stone and crushed 
travetine were used aggregate because their color 
properties. Due the fact that experience has shown that 
San Francisco these stones break down for exterior use 


under the existing climatic conditions, they were dis- 
carded aggregates. Samples were then made using 
Portland cement, high grade Silica sand and ground Min- 
eral Oxide coloring agent. Investigation showed that 
these materials properly combined and applied stood the 
exposure conditions considered, and the main part 
the aggregate, namely Silica, was element which 
indestructible weathering. Numerous samples were 
made the building and applied and closely observed 
for evidence any craze cracking and hardness, and 
samples these materials were tested the laboratory 
and found satisfactory. This combination materials was 
then decided upon for the finish coat, and was decided 
that should machine mixed and delivered the job 
this condition that the mixture would always 
under absolute control. This was considered very impor- 
tant, due the delicate tons color desired. 
BASE COAT 

Part the surfaces which the base coat was 
applied were ordinary concrete walls. The majority the 
area, however, consisted hollow tile panel walls with 
concrete columns. was desired have base coat

preference hand application. Investigation showed 
that Gunite properly applied had the quality bonding 
both tile and concrete the extent that the bond was 
stronger than either the materials was applied 
against. Numerous tests were made this, showing that 
the line failure was back into the concrete surface, 
itself, instead the line bond. was also found 
that leaner mixture could applied means the 
gun, which mixture eliminated considerable shrinkage 
setting. 

Also, very dense mass could applied with prac- 
tically all voids eliminated. 

The mixture was uniform and under control all times. 
Compared with hand plaster made with mixture the 
same aggregates the Gunite samples showed percent 
more weight due its greater density. minimum 
amount water could used, giving increased strength 
the base coat and further eliminating voids. Further- 
more, the strength Gunite this manner 
much greater than plaster applied any other manner; 
fact, exceeding that concrete. number 
buildings have been finished for number years with 
this material and they were very carefully examined 
determine the bond and the presence cracks and were 
found very satisfactory. For this reason was decided 
apply this base coat means the cement gun. 

ORNAMENTAL CAST WORK 

was desired have the ornamental cast work possess 
the same quality durability the balance the ex- 
terior finish. Sample castings were made means 
the dry tamp process and samples were also made from 
the wet pour process. the end twenty-eight days 
these were tested, both the laboratory and means 
sand blast determine their comparative hardness. 
was found that the wet pour castings were highly su- 
perior strength and hardness, evidently due the fact 
that the dry tamp castings sufficient water was not 
present have the proper hydraulic action upon the 
cement, and insure proper curing same throughout 
the mass. Under sand blast the dry tamp castings some 
places would show some hard spots the surface and 
other places would very soft, particularly after the 
outer surface was eroded, showing that the proper set- 
ting action the cement had not taken place throughout. 
This condition did not exist the wet pour castings, 
which developed the strength and hardness very good 
grade concrete. 

APPLICATION—GUNITE BASE COAT 

One thing insisted upon for the application the base 
coat was perfect alignment all surfaces. this build- 
ing was have the appearance stone building, this 
was absolutely essential. The method procedure 
obtain this alignment was follows: 

Wire grounds were placed define the various units 
the building. the straight walls points were given 
approximately intervals set with transit in- 
sure the alignment all pilasters, piers, plane surfaces 
and moulds. From these reference points the various fea- 
tures were located and the arrises and plane surfaces de- 
fined fine wires, properly placed. 

the plain areas hollow tile walls which were 
broken concrete columns, due the combination 
these two materials additional precaution was taken 
prevent contraction cracks, and electrically welded 
3x16 No. gauge wire reinforcing mesh was placed hori- 
zontally over the concrete columns and the hollow tile 


curtain walls. This was fastened into place stapling 
directly into the mortar joints the hollow tile, thus 
forming, when finished, reinforced gunite mass bonded 
the main structure. reinforcing mesh was consid- 
ered necessary used the walls the building, which 
were concrete. Any the concrete walls which were in- 
clined very slick were cleaned and scarified with 
pneumatic gad intervals. 

The mixture used the cement gun work was one part 
Portland cement parts clean, sharp, well 
graded sand. This gunite coat was applied one inch 
thickness the tile portions the building and one- 
half inch thickness the concrete surfaces. the tile 
portions was applied two coats order have 
equal suction for the application the second coat 
that there would possibility the tile joints show- 
ing through the finish color coat. 

properly true this building was necessary 
apply from one inch two inches places correct 
minor displacement the forms which had occurred 
placing the reinforced concrete work. When the Gunite 
base coat had been brought out flush with the main wires, 
this surface was rodded off with steel straight edge 
these ground wires, leaving true and straight structure 
for the application the color finish coat. With these 
true surfaces above and below which set the run- 
ning strips, the run moulds were then brought the 
same true line the balance the work. This Gunite 
base coat when rodded left very true surface, but still 
mechanically rough, giving fine opportunity for the 
finish coat have additional mechanical bond it.

These cities report grand total $39,722,274 build- 
ing permits issued during October, which $32,518,546 
the California quota. Excepting the predominating 
figures Los Angeles, where appreciable reduction 
took place, the October record the other cities 
shows gain over September and reduction 
but from last figure. Washington, Utah 
and Nevada show gains over September, does Calif- 
ornia outside Los Angeles. All but Idaho report gains 
over last October and all but Washington and Nevada 
gained over October, 1922. 


San Francisco reached new high record figure with 
$6,116,313 October, ahead total, 


61% over that last October and 29% over that 
October, 1922. 


the San Francisco Bay area, municipalities report

concrete cores near the bottom and near the top, 
used guides rodding the column shafts. 
with the proper entasis and the height the shaft were 
used the columns. These were held vertical position 
and rode the Gunite collars, top and bottom. For the 
column bases circular wood running strips were set, con- 
centric with the shafts and properly leveled take the 
heel the templet for the base, while the top the tem- 
plet rode the shaft the column, thus insuring accuracy 
alignment and level for the column shaft and base. 


FINISH COAT 

The finish coat consisted Atlas White Portland ce- 
ment, high grade Silica sand, coloring material and 
small amount hydrated lime, which was mixed and 
supplied the California Stucco Products Co. from their 
plant. Materials were all delivered the job dry 
state ready for mixing with water. 

The Stucco finish was made two divisions, rough- 
ing and finish, the former containing coarser sand ob- 
tain greater strength and the latter finer grade sand 
produce fine grained texture the finished surface. 
the Gunite work had all been carried out perfect lines, 
extra fills any kind were required with the stucco 
finish coat. The roughing coat was applied approximately 
one-quarter inch thickness and rodded off 
true line and surface. Over this finer finish coat was 
troweled tight, thin coat and floated very fine 
sand finish. The surface was combed with steel combs 
represent six-cut hand tooled stone, and then the stone 
joints were cut represent joints laid stone. The 


stone joints were then pointed with white Portland 
cement. 
ORNAMENTAL CAST WORK 


All cast ornamental features the building were made 
the job the same materials the finish coat 
stucco, and supplied the California Stucco Products 
Co. before stated, after thorough investigation was 


decided cast all this work means the wet pour, 
thus insuring proper proportion water the mixture 
get complete action the Portland cement. This re- 
sulted the use glue moulds for all the cast cement 
work with the exception the balusters. Preliminary 
experiments were, course, made determine the 
use the coloring material the stucco allow 
the difference final color between placing the ma- 
terial the mould and troweling the wall surface 
and floating. means these experiments exact 
match color for the two elements was obtained. The 
cast work was made the exact size meet the re- 
quirements the stone jointing, set and anchored 
place recesses left the concrete structure. The figures 
and branches the arch the Court Honor were 
though carved from additional thickness ashlar 
facing, casting these figures the blocks ashlar 
were cast, each with its respective section the orna- 
ment and the whole assembled setting. 

The balusters presented individual problem that 
the form the baluster mould retained small air bubbles 
the wet pour and the dry tamp method was discarded 
because the lack durability and hardness the orna- 
ment. Finally concrete core was cast, 
three-eights one-half inch smaller than the finished 
baluster. The finish stucco coat was then dashed 
this core and turned against templet give the cor- 
rect form and texture. This produced baluster very satis- 
factory, having the appearance being turned out 
stone and under test showed greatly increased strength 
over the dry tamp. 

handling the work the building, both ex- 
perimental and structural, all operations were under the 
continual inspection the Architect and Inspector for 
the Donors, and felt that the exterior finish com- 
pleted was satisfactory, not only appearance, but 
that will withstand the test time.

WHEN THE FIRE CAME 

Our membership numbered only thirty men, but each 
man was important unit, all working harmony with 
wonderful results. was here that close comradeship 
developed between us, that will always manifest itself 
and cherished with most pleasant recollections. 

The great fire 1906 left with many ashes and little 
insurance money and, like every other organization, our 
Club struggled for its very existence, but finally housed 
itself the top floor the Mercantile Library Building, 
corner Van Ness and Golden Gate Avenues. Here, 
account local conditions, uncertain membership, great 
financial difficulties and lax business management, the 
foundation our Society nearly crumbled and, last 
consolidated with the Press Club San 
Francisco. 

This move was not entirely satisfactory, but guar- 
anteed our existence. The work our Club proved 
contrary the aims the Press Club that, after 
year many debates, club politics and heated meetings, 
voted sever our connection and leased quarters 
the fourth floor No. 126 Post Street. 

HEALTHY CLUB NOW 

The membership the organization has constantly in- 
creased until now has nearly two hundred members, 
thirty per cent whom are architects, and the remainder 
architectural draughtsmen. The Club member the 
Architect’s Clubs Transfer System, and the Western 
headquarters the Society Beaux Arts Architects and 
the San Francisco Chapter the American Institute 
Architects. active interest architecture and the 
allied arts the prime prerequisite for membership. 

The Constitution provides for four types members: 
Active, Non-Resident, Associate and Honorary. The 
qualification for active membership minimum one 
year’s experience office. Non-resident 
members have the same qualifications but must reside 
beyond radius fifty miles San Francisco. Associate 
members must affiliated with architectural work. 
Honorary may conferred upon distin- 
guished architects and they are exempt from initiation 
fees and dues.

Only active members, how- 
ever, have the right vote and hold office.
